CHARGES PRINT 
PAPER CORNER. 


President of American Press 
Association Says Tis. 


Asserts Conspiracy Exists to 
Control Price, Output. 


Incidentally Takes Slap at the 
Attorney-General. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 7.—Charges 
of a corner“ in print paper were 
made today before the Senate com- 
mittee investigating the paper 
shortage by Cértland Smith of New 


York, president of the American 
Press Association. 

Mr. Smith testified that print-pa- 
per manufacturers were in a con- 
spiracy to regulate both production 
and prices. 

Mr. Smith urged a Congressional 
appropriation of $250,000 to be used 
in experimenting with substitutes 
for wood pulp and asked that it be 
placed in the hands of “persons 
who cannot be reached by the paper 
manufacturers.” 

Describing the country press 
“having its back to the wall.“ the 
witness declared that unless relief 
were provided it would “anni- 
hilated.” 

“The print-paper situation is ab- 
solutely controlled by men who in- 
crease or decrease production ar- 
cording to the demand,” Mr. Smith 
declared. 

Asked whetber he had taken the 
matter up with the Attornev- Gen- 
eral, Mr. Smith said he had not, as 
he was aware that the Attornev- 
General had not brought relief from 
high prices in other lines. He add- 
ed that “the country press is of the 
opinion he never will.” 

REMEDIES SUGGESTED. 

Mr. Smith recommended 
tion of the zone system of mall rates 
and also a reduction in pdstal rates 
on print paper so that small quanti- 
ties of news print could be sent di- 
rect from the milis to the smal! 
publishers by parcel post. Under 
such an arrangement, he said, the 
umall papers could establish paper 
mille and ship to all parts of the 
United States 

The long-extended 
hearings were interrupted so that 
the committee might confer behind 
closed doors with Asst. Atty.-Gen. 
Ames, who was asked to recom- 
mend some way out of the troubles. 

Mr. Ames was asked especially to 
say what the government might do 
toward reducing prices and what 
additional legislation was required. 

A number of manufacturers, 

brokers and merchants also were 
heard in executive session relative 
to cost of production and profits. 
In a general discussion of condi- 
tions, Mr. Smith told the committee 
he thought there was as much 
profiteering in print paper as in 
other commodities and that only 
discovery of a substitute for wood 
pulp coud break the spot market. 
He recommended an appropriation 
of $250,000 for pulp substitute ex- 
périmenta and urged modification of 
postal regulations so that small 
publishers might get shipments 
from the mills by parcel post. 
John A. Penton of Cleveland, who 
testified yesterday, presented pro- 
posals today to Postmaster-General 
Burleson and the Federal Trade 
Commission for doubling the postal 
rate on class publications weighing 
more than a pound and limiting 
daily papers to twenty-four pages, 
with forty-eight on Sunday.

ROBBINS MYSTERY BAFFLES. 


While police detectives yesterday 
wore still searching for a possible 
olew to the murderer of H. J. Rob- 
bins, 68 years of age, retired bank- 
er of 320 South Hobart Boulevard, 
who was found strangled to death 
‘early last Tuesday morning at Fifth 
and Oxford streets, Coroner Hart- 
well placed all the known facts of 
the slaying before a Coroner's jury 
at the undertaking rooms of Booth 
& Boylson. Every angle of the 
mysterious slaying was’ examined by 
the jury, but no additional light was 
thrown on the case, 

After a mass of evidence had been 
given by police officers investigat- 
ing the case, and statement had 
been made by the dead man's sons. 
the jury found that Mr. Robbins 
“came to his death by strangulation 
by means of a rope tied around the 
throat by some person or persons 
unknown to the jury, with the in- 
tent to kill and murder.” 

Yesterday the police reported that 
every store in the city where rope 
is sold, had been visited by detec- 
tives, and that none of the local es- 
tablishments handle the peculiar sort 
of rope used to strangle the elderly 
banker. But all the department 
stores in the c®y, the police learned, 
from time to time receive shipments 
of goods bound With rope of that 
make. This lead is therefore con- 
sidered well nigh hopeless. . 

The officers yesterday also gave 
up all hope of identifying the burg- 
ler who was slain by a night watch- 
man April 28, and whose death the 
police at first believed resulted in 
a plot to kill the watchman and 80 
led by mistake to the murder of 
Mr. Robbins.

IS LOADED. 

State Senator Inman of Sacramento, 
chairman of the California Oriental Exclu- 
sion League, announces that an initiative 
petition for a law denying to orientals the 
right to own or lease land in California has 
been drawn and approved by the league 
and that it will shortly be placed in circula- 


‘tion. The amendment goes further than 


any of the oriental exclusion bills that 
have been introduced in the State Legisla- 
ture. It denies the right of holding or leas- 
ing land to a child born in California of 
oriental parentage. 

As but 55,094 signatures are required to 
compel the Secretary of State to place the 
amendment on the November ballot, only 
a miracle would prevent the anti-oriental 
fsesue from being one of the dominating 
features of the next State election. The 
Times warned Gov. Stephens a year ago 
that if he failed to call a special session 
of the Legislature to consider anti-oriental 
legislation the issue would be carried by 
the antiJapanese extremists before the 
people in November. |

radical as the Federal Constitution will per- 
mit.

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MOTHERS, ANCIENT 
AND THE MODERN.

Tomorrow is Mothers’ Day and one 
might think there wasn't anything 


new to say about mothers. When 
people think of mothers they have 
either a smiling Madonna in mind 


or a charming, gray-haired dame in 


a lace fichu over black silk, digni- 
fied and serene in her declining 
years. But, as a matter of fact, the 
country is teeming with new har- 
assed young mammas just now, 
seething in the throes of correct 
modern upbringing, tyrannized over 
by stylish doctors and adamant 
nurses, fearsome schedules, dread- 
ful hygiene and frightfully human 
infants with wills of their own. 

Where two or three young moth- 
ers are gathered together the wail 
ia long and piteous. They all have 
their pet fashionable maternity doe 
tor and are divided into factions 
under this head. The doctors are 
all alike in tyranny, but differ on 
points of method; and their pa- 
tients, while swearing by their pe:

He in- 
sists that the baby be weighed be- 
fore and after every meal. And he 
must be weighed naked—and baby 
strongly disapproves of being 
dressed and undressed and registers 
accordingly. And ff you have fed 
the baby four ounces and the little 
silly thing only registers a gain of 
three—more anguish and telephon- 
ing for mother. If, on the other 
hand, he registers six ounces, that 
means two ounces of wind or gas or 
mere cussedness, and the proper 
remedies must at once be applied.
